dej o ndeut wo are o n the pursuit o f the 
farmer fo r the many go o d things we 
have; we do no t always reco gnize the 
high standing o f agriculture amo ng 
the pursuits. 
The failure to acco rd farming its pro ­ 
per po sitio n amo ng the energies and 
industries o f life, is, in my o pinio n, 
bro ught abo ut in gro at part, 
by the 
mistaken no tio ns and co nduct o f the 
farming class. 
While 1 am no t a farmer, I w hs bo rn 
and reared o n a farm, and my business 
fo r thirty years, bu.ying grain, has 
bro ught rae into clo se relatio ns with 
farmers and enabled mo to study clo se­ 
ly their characteristics as a class, and 
to o bserve carefully their metho d of 
tho ught and o f actio n. 
Our native citizens who are engaged 
in farming, do no t as a rule rank their 
calliug as high as it belo ngs, no r do 
they ho no r it as they sho uld, o r attach 
as much impo rtance to it as it is en­ 
titled to ; they have false and mistaken 
no tio ns abo ut themselves and their 
« ■ailing; they do no t realize what 
& 
mighty facto r their business is in the 
advancing civilizatio n 
o f the time: 
th a t it is in fact the master wheel o f 
the great eco no mic machine th at push­ 
es the wo rld alo ng o n the ro ad o f pro ­ 
gress. 
To o many o f them seem to think aud 
feel that theirs is the lo west and mo st 
menial o f o ccupatio ns; th a t peo ple en­ 
gaged in almo st all o ther pursuits are 
their superio rs; thaty the live easier 
and happier, that they have a 
shareo f the go o d things o f Hfe:that tdey 
have less to il and 
wo rry: th a t their 
co nditio n and po sitio n in life is abo ve 
and mo re ho no rable t han th a t o f the 
farmer. 
These false no tio ns till them with 
envy and suspicio n; they deplo re the 
fate th a t decreed them to their lo w es­ 
tate, and envy tho se to who m, in their 
warped judgment, 
fo rtune has been 
kinder. 
This vtate o f mind makes 
them narro w and selfish, distrustful 
and disco ntented; they are running 
o ver with prejudice: they suspect th at 
the hands o f almo st every dealer are 
lifted against them: th at the majo rity 
o f business men are disho nest, and are 
ever ly ing iu wait to take advantage o f 
and to ro b t hem, 
No w, this is all wro ng; men are much 
alike; selfishness enters mo re o r 
ie« s 
into the makeup o f all men. and it is 
no t increased o r diminished in the in­ 
dividual because he is a farmer, a m er­ 
chant, a lawyer, a do cto r o r a pre ach ­ 
er. 
My lo ng ex perience in business leads 
me to ibelleve th at mo st peo ple are 
ho nest: there are no do ubt in almo st 
every neighbo rho o d a few tricky and 
disho nest perso na who are a disgrace 
to the race, but in general 
th e great 
mass o f the peo ple, and 
this Includes 
all classes and pro fessio ns, a re, in my 
o pinio n, ho nest in their intentio ns aud 
just in their dealings. 
I have read so mewhere, and 1 
think 
it is in the scripture, that “ As a 
man 
thinketh in his heart, so is h e / ’ 
This 
is true. 
A man's general life, his co n­ 
duct and habits, are apt to be a fair re­ 
flex o f his average tho ughts and senti­ 
ments; if his tho ughts are wicked and

If Dr. A. F. Nightingale, 
Superin 
tendent o f High Scho o ls, succeeds in an 
undertaking he has begun, graduatio ns 
fro m Chicago High Scho o ls will be 
numbered amo ng the things th a t have 
been. 
Dr. Nightingale has fo rwarded 
a co mmunicatio n to (‘very High Scho o l 
co uncil in the city asking the members 
the advisability o f changing the pres­ 
ent system, by which pupils take a 
fo ur years’ co urse in certain studies and 
then graduate. 
He reco mmends the 
substitutio n o f o f a plan by which pu­ 
pils wo uld cho o se the studies they liked 
best, spend abo ut 3,000 ho urs mastering 
such studio s and 
then q uietly q uit 
wo rk. 
Dr. Nightingale said' 
“ T he o ld custo m o f go ing thru a reg- 
lar grind then graduating in the pres­ 
ence o f admiring relatives and friends, 
in my o pinio n has served its day. 
Let 
us have a system th a t will give pupils 
a tho ro training in such studies as they 
may select and dro p this annual ‘sail- 
ingo ut upo n the o cean o f.’ 
Let pupils 
start in when they can and leave when 
they finish the co urse witho ut o ratio ns 
o r essays. 
T here never was anything mo re in­ 
co nsistent than to ex pect th a t a dull 
child and a bright child 
wo uld learn 
the same amo unt o r anywhere near the 
same amo unt, fro m the same studies in 
a given length o f time. 
Again, many 
families have to scrimp and save fo r a 
year to purchase finery and presents 
fo r graduating pupils. 
All who leave 
scho o l and enter 1 ift' must stand o n 
their merits a« they develo p, and a 
larger graduatio n certificate is wo rth no mo re 
to them than a feather fro m a hen’s 
back. 
W hen a yo ung man o r yo ung 
wo man has studied the pro per co urse 
a sufficient V’tlme to pass the ex am ina­ 
tio ns, which so me can do In o ne-half 
the time it takes o thers, let them sto p 
scho o l and make ro o m fo r o thers and 
give the instructo rs a chance to help 
the dull o nes fo rward.—Ho ck

abroad, but to any friends of tin* writ- 
, «ts who might meet him. 
And these 
letters were genuine. T h eir authentici­ 
ty could not lie doubted. 
Houck had 
¡t way of getting entrance into the ex 
elusive clubs of Washington, Philadel 
j »li in. New York and other cities, and 
in his role of “gentleman of leisure” he 
had so imp osed on men of high sta nd­ 
ing in the nation that they thought 
him all In* rep resented himself t<» be 
¡iml gave him tlu* letters of introduc­ 
tion that helped him to fleece the ¡iris 
tocracy of Europe. 
Houck invented the three card monte 
game before he became of age. 
This is 
it trick with cards that has fleeced 
more p eople out of money than any 
other gam e over p racticed. 
The trick 
is p lay ed with three ¡tees, two black 
ones and on** red. 
It is alw ay s p lay ed 
with u confederate to help, or "stall,” 
for tin* game. 
The op erator takes the 
throe cards between his fingers, show­ 
ing them to the victim, and then s h uf ­ 
fles them about and drop s them face 
down upon tlu* table, offering to bet 
any amount of money th a t no one can 
pick out the red ace. 
At this point th** op erator turns his 
head ¡i moment to spit or to sp eak to 
some one in the crowd behind him. 
¡tad in that moment the confederal« * 
picks up the red a«*«* card, shows it to 
the victim, “crim p s” the corner of tlu* 
card and My ly lay s it down again, a p ­ 
p arently ¡ill unseen by the operator. 
The op erator again shuttles the three 
cards and throw s them upon the table 
face down. 
T here lies the card with 
Its crimp ed corner. 
The victim sup ­ 
poses. of course, that it is the red ¡tee 
¡uni bets and pi* ks it up to find that it 
is a black one, and he has lost his 
money . 
T he op erator, when lie picked up and 
shuffled the cards carelessly the sec­ 
ond time, with a deft movement of his 
lingers removed the crimp in the red 
a«*** card and p ut a similar crimp in a 
black ¡tee card. 
That was all tlu*re 
wax to tlu* trick. 
Houck worked it for 
y ears in hotels, on billiard tables, ¡it 
fairs and circuses and 
on 
railroad 
trains and steamboats. 
II« * taught the 
trick to Canada Bill, a noted gambler, 
and tlu* two worked together over ¡til 
the country . 
They paid thousands up ­ 
on thousands of dollars t<> railroad men 
in the old day s for the privilege of 
working th<* gam e on trains, and tHey 
made money . 
Later, when nearly every state in the 
Fnion 
p assed 
haws 
aimed 
directly 
against the working of the three card 
monte game, it 
became unp rofitable 
and was given up by Houck. But « about 
that time an Ingenious English cockney 
invented tlu* “ three shell” gam« *, which 
was even more p roductive than three 
card monte, and Houck t«««>k it up. The 
three shell game is a modern imp rove­ 
ment <»u the ancient 
thimblerigging 
gam e that was worked at English fairs 
for many y ears. 
The ohi way was for 
the op erator to crook his knee over tlu* 
head of ¡i cant* that st« n» d up right on 
the ground and move a 
small seed 
around between three thimbles on top 
of his leg. offering to bet that no mu* 
could pick the thimble under which 
tlu* s«*«*d was hidden. 
The lesson taught by the lives and 
deaths of Houck ami C anada Bill an« ! 
all the rest of their kind is that it never 
p ay s to b«* dishonest or to live by one’s 
wits. 
Thes« * men may get great sums 
of money by sharp p ractices in the 
course of 
¡1 lifetime, but they ¡ill «ii«» 
poor. ¡Did most of them «li** in prison. 
Canada Bill, who worked with Houck 
on trains out 
of 
Kansas City and 
made p robably $1,0 0 0 . 0 0 0 in his life, 
died ¡i p aup er in the almshouse in 
Lebanon, Ra., anil is buried in a p au­ 
p er's grave. 
Houck ilropped dead on 
the str« *« *t in Durango. Mexico, and his 
wi« Io\v in Ohio had to s« » li« *it aid to get 
his bod} home to give it decent burial.
